We know that an eye at ordinary 
reading distance takes in about one 
Inch of a line at a time and that In 
reading a line of an ordinary book the 
eye makes five or six distinct jumps. 
But as the movements are so very 
minute and rapid how have they been 
studied? 
A beam of light Is thrown upon the 
cornea of the eye, and this beam is re­ 
flected by the cornea on a photograph­ 
ic plate. As the eye moves In reading 
the reflected beam also moves, and up­ 
on developing the plate, which is also 
kept moving, a zlgxag line is found. 
A study of such photographic tracings 
shows that the eyes In turning back to 
pick up the next line have some diffi­ 
culty in so doing. The longer the line 
of print the greater the effort, and for 
this reason we may conclude that a 
narrow line is better for an eye than a 
long one, and If the line be much wider 
than the ordinary newspaper column 
there Is greater effort involved—Jew­ 
elers' Weekly.

I t is pointed ou t that possibly more 
v iolations of this law occu r right here 
in the nation’s capital than in any 
other city . Hu nd red s of v isitors come 
and go ev ery d ay , and these ‘ off color” 
card s are offered openly for sale In 
d ozens of places. The sellers of su ch 
card s apparently hav e no fear of the 
postal regu lations, d espite the fact 
tha t both the seller and send er are 
liable to pu nishment by the gov ern­ 
ment.
